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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument regarding the 112, second 
paragraph is noted and Examiner finds that the claim is clear as stated by Applicants. However, the claim is not in condition for allowance 
for the following reasons. Applicant submits appendix A , which Applicant states discloses "how a solid is wetted by a liquid is measured 
by the surface tension of the liquid relative to the surface tension of the solid". Applicant also submits appendix C, which is Patent 
4,970,893, and Applicant states that it provides for a device which is specifically adapted to measure the surface tension of a solid. As to 
Patent 4,970,893, it does not appear to measure surface tension of a solid, but of a liquid (see for example claim 1, which recites "A 
method for measuring the dynamic surface tension of a liquid"). However, Examiner notes that it appears that Applicant is correct that a 
solid also has a surface tension. However, this does not necessarily mean that the hydroxyalkylsiloxane is a solid. There is no evidence 
that the hydroxyalkylsiloxane is a solid merely because it has a higher surface tension than the acetonitrile. The acetonitrile has a higher 
surface tension (29) than the fluoroxysilane (18) and the acetonitrile is not a solid but liquid. The hydroxyalkylsiloxane is not disclosed as 
being cured or otherwise dried and there is no evidence that it is a solid. Examiner also notes that, while not stated as a grounds for 
rejection in the last Office action, it appears that the results of applying one of the recited solutions while the other is still in liquid form is 
predictable, as the chemical reactions would occur thus resulting in bound molecules forming an array. Such predictable results would 
thus render the method obvious. Also, as requested by Applicants, Examiner notes that amended claim 7 refers to "liquid form" rather than 
solution form. However, such language does not overcome the art of record as explained above, since in the context of the claim, liquid 
and solution are essentially the same. 
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
